In  liMT  nearly  every  plant  came  throii;.'li  the  winter 
with  the  heart  in  (lotHl  eomiition,  whieh  is  all  that  i«  neeessary  to  ensure  ^ooil  erop*  of 
seed. 

Hrifx.  Cnrrotn.  Pantnips.  Snl.*ilii  anil  T'urniV.s.— AVhen  Inirvi'stintf.  the  tops  aro 
out  to  within  two  inehes  of  the  end  of  the  upeeinien,  thus  leavintr  the  eentrul 
shoot.  This  is  b«'tter  than  enttiuMi  off  the  leaves  elose  to  the  root.  The  pit  in  which 
({ood  success  has  been  obtained  in  wintering  roots  at  t)ttawa  is  made  as  f(dhiws:  A 
h(de  is  dujr  of  the  necessary  <limensions.  six  inches  deep,  in  a  well-drainc<l  plai-e.  Poles 
are  laid  on  the  ground  and  covereil  with  iMnirci-.  leavinjr  about  five  inches  of  air  space 
under  the  floorinjt.  A  sink  hide  three  feet  deep  is  dujj  six  fwt  away  from  the  fiit.  An 
inverteil  trough-shaped  pipe  couneetiuK  this  holo  with  the  ajr  space  un<ler  the  pit  |{ivo» 
a  chance  for  air  circulation  and  drainage  of  any  water  that  mijrht  soak  in.  The  roots 
are  put  in  bag»  to  s<'parate  them  bi-tter,  though  this  is  not  always  necessary,  and  piled 
tlirec  tiers  high,  running  to  a  peak.  A  peaked  roof  of  boards  is  put  over  the  |)it,  high 
enough  above  the  bags  to  allow  about  fifteen  inches  of  straw  to  be  packetl  in  between; 
over  the  roof  is  put  a  light  coat  of  straw  and  then  fifteen  inches  of  soil.  A  vent 
hole  nine  inches  square  is  left  in  the  centre  of  the  roof.  Before  hard  frost  the 
»ink  h(de  is  filled  with  straw  and  covereil  with  boards  and  twelve  inches  of  soil. 
TIm'  Covering  with  soil  should  be  deferred  until  cold  weather  sets  in  to  avoid  <langer  of 
heating,  and  during  the  winter  the  temrx-rature  inside  the  pits  should  be  taken  if 
the  pits  are  large.  In  many  places  parsnips  may  be  left  in  the  ground  over  winter 
and  transplanted  in  the  •priug  when  better  results  will  be  obtained  than  if  pitted,  as 
they  are  very  hardi'. 
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
